SEAT BELT POLICY 


It is the policy of Southborough that all employees wear seat belts while operating or riding in municipally- 
owned or leased vehicles, or in other vehicles while on municipal business unless the law explicitly does not 
require them to do so. 


A large percentage of municipal employees operate cars, trucks, and other municipal mobile equipment in 
the course of their work. Driving places heavy demands upon an employee’s alertness, judgment and skill. 
Driving errors an employee may make can be costly to the municipality, but of greater importance is the 
potential which exists for serious injuries to the employee and members of the general public. 
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Municipal vehicles are easily identified as such and constitute a traveling advertisement seen by many 
citizens. They have what advertising men call “high exposure”. This exposure exerts an important 
influence upon good or bad public relations for the municipality, since safe, courteous driving habits build a 
positive public image. In addition, naturally, the application of the principles of defensive driving helps 
avoid accidents. 


Unanimous VOTE of the Board of Selectmen.

program to include a five-year additional credit for age, service, or a combination 
thereof and a limit of ten(10) on the number of eligible employees. 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING WARRANT

and an Administrative 20 hour person who would be responsible for traffic duty. New 
equipment is to be added. Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION to reduce the Police 
Department budget by the amount that included the full-time patrolman and by the 20 
hours that was included for additional administrative staff.

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Executive Session Minutes 
Board of Selectmen

Present for Police Union: Sgt. William Webber and Officer Michael Harpster, Atty. 
Alan Shapiro. 


Present for Management: Chairman James Falconi, Thomas W. McAuliffe, Chief 
William Colleary, Town Counsel Frederick Busconi, Administrative Assistant Janice C. 
Conlin. Selectmen William Christensen arrived at 8 p.m. 


The following corrections were made to the May 4, 1994 Minutes: 


#22. Add: “and charge a 10% administration fee.” 

#23. Insert after “vacation leave”: “The Union agreed to insert the word “sick” 
after the word ‘seven (7)” in the fifth sentence. 

#27. Add: Union and Management agreed to delete Section 6 of Article XVI. 

#8. Add: Management offered to replace their proposal of a two hour minimum 
with a three hour minimum. Court Time is on hold. 


The discussion then proceed with the issue of evaluations as presented in a letter dated 
May 18, 1994 from the Union. The Chief expressed some concerns with the procedure as 
presented. He stated that this department does not have a training officer. The Selectmen 
suggested that the Union and the Chief work out theses differences in a T.Q. M. session . 
There was agreement that the evaluation itself be referenced in the contract and that 
reference would guarantee that the Union would have input on the rules and regulations or 
the process. The evaluation form would not be part of the contract. 


The discussion then returned to the September 17, 1993 letter the Union from the 
Management. There is agreement on #1, 2, 3, 4,5, 6, 9, 12, 16, 17, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 25, 
27, 28; and on hold is 7, 8, 10, 11,13, 14, 18,26. Item #15, first part is settled and the 
second item is on hold. 


#24. Article XVI Section 1. - There was agreement to replace the word “derogatory” in 
the proposal with ’indefensibly disloyal”. 


The Union then stated that they had only a few issues on the table of which one is shift 
bidding. The Unions position is that if a police officer has been on the job for a period of 
time, he/she should be able to have control of his/her schedule by seniority. The Chief 
stated that he under management rights has the right to assign officers to shifts and he 
does not want it changed. The Union understands that if you are a Court Officer or in 
any position , that requires that you be on a particular shift. The Chief also has the right 
to determine how many are to be on what shift. However, if someone is not doing their 
job, they should be disciplined. They should be warned, then suspended and if necessary 
fired. The Union’s position is that shift bidding by seniority is an negotiable item. The 
Union is not proposing to change the Management rights. They want to add language to 
shift bid by seniority. This item is on hold to be discussed at a T.Q. M. session. 
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The dollar issues that remain are: 
#8 Court Time 
#15 Reserves 
#18 Vacation 
#26 Insurance 


#26 Insurance - The contract now reads that the Town pays 50% of the health and life 
insurance. Presently the Town pays 50% of the indemnity plan and 90% of the HMO 
plans. The Union would like the latter language included in the contract. This item is on 
hold. 

Atty. Shapiro stated that there is the aforementioned money issues, management rights 
and some minor language issues. He also stated that with the inflation rate at 2.5% or 
3.5%, an officer is not getting ahead with the proposed package and the Union is not 
prepared to give on the dollar issues. In addition the Union is not being compensated for 
agreeing to the language changes. One issue that is very important to the Union is the 
Quinn Bill. For very little money you can give the Union added income and the State 
will pay half. The Union would be willing to include language to address the problem of 
the State not funding its half. With the acceptance of the Quinn Bill , the Union would 
be willing to concede on some of the other issues that might be important to Management. 
The Union would be willing to talk about accepting some of the management rights 
language , using the Reserves more, and cutting down the court time. The Union stated 
that for about $8,000, the Quinn Bill could be adopted. The Union would give up the 
Education Increment. For instance. Webber and Cain would receive $7,200 of which the 
State would pay $3,600, with the Town paying $3,600 less the present Education 
Increment of $1,800 or a net of $1,800. Ifthe State did not fund it, the Union would only 
receive the Town’s half. The Quinn Bill pays 10% for an Associates Degree, 20% fora 
Bachelors Degree and 25% for Master or Law Degree. In order to appease the officers 
without a degree, the ones with a degree would give up their longevity and double the 
longevity of the officers without a degree. Therefore, the Town would spend about the 
same on longevity. The five officers with degrees would receive the following: 


Quinn Without Quinn 
Webber $1,800 $1,800 
Cain $1,800 $1,800 
Hagen $4,000 $2,000 
Harpster, M. $4,000 $2,000 
Harpster, W. $1,650 $1,200 


The Town would receive $18,000 to $20,000 from the State. Management stated that 
the Town would have to pay more for retirement as result of the Quinn Bill. 

Management would like the Union to come back with a proposal of what they would give 
up for the Quinn Bill. 


Management stated that they would like the strong management rights, no shift bidding by 
seniority, more use of the Reserves, and Court time from four hours to three. 


Item #10 and #11 of the Sept. 17, 1993 letter, Management agree to pull. 


Item #14 Management does not want to pay Officers for attending Arbitration Hearings. 
The Union puts this issue on hold. 


Item #15 , 18 are money issues. 
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Item #19 Health Ins. Management suggested that maybe they could accept the Quinn Bill 
if the Town reduced its portion to 70%. The Union did not feel that their membership 
would accept this offer. 


Management caucused and returned to the session suggesting that the Union come back 
with a proposal. A week later we will meet to negotiate further. The Union will submit 
the proposal by June 7.

9:01 p.m. to 9:13 p.m, (unscheduled meeting) Mr. Taranath Yarabothu (3 Andrews Way) 
complained about his neighbor’s cabana at 1 Andrews Way, Brian W. Dutko. Mr. 
Yarabothu stated he felt that there was insufficient setback for the cabana. A 25’ setback 
is required. The Building Inspector said it is okay and gave a permit to Mr. Dutko. 
Building Inspector will be asked to look at this issue again and check to see if the plot 
plan is certified. Building Inspector felt this building was well within the boundary line. 
Mr. Yarabothu was told he had two options: (1) have his boundary line surveyed, or (2) 
go to the Zoning Board of Appeals for a decision. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Southville Road. Complaints have been received regarding speeding and noise level by 
trucks on this road. Need to have more speed limit signs along this road. This has been a 
problem since 1977 when it was first brought to the attention of the Selectmen. The 
Police Department will be asked to enforce the speed limit. The car carrier companies 
and truck companies will be contracted by the Police Dept.. The problem is there is no 
alternate route. The question is why has this problem reoccurred? 


Early Retirement. Selectmen read June 2, 1994 letter from Robert E. Melican, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, asking the Board to amend their February 22, 1994 vote to 
accept the Early Retirement Incentive Program for the Southborough staff who are 
members of the Mass. Teachers Retirement Board. Therefore the Board VOTED 
unanimously: 


That the Board accept the provisions of Section 83 of Chapter 71 of the Acts of 
1993, as amended, known as the “Education Reform Act of 1993,” to provide for 
an Early Retirement Incentive Program for the members of the Massachusetts 
Teachers’ Retirement System employed by the Southborough Public Schools. 


Chapter 90 State Aid (Highways) Prepared by DPW Supt. John Boland, the Board 
approved Chapter 33, Acts of 1991 “Chapter 90” Project Request. Estimated Project(s) 
Cost: $137,580; Chapter 15 Apportionment: $140,558; Unexpended Balance $140,558. 
The Town has to spend the money, then the State will reimburse the Town. 


Snow Removal Overrun of $32,209. Board noted and discussed June 2 letter from DPW 
Supt. John W. Boland. Mr. Boland suggested two methods of resolving the deficit: (1) 
Raise on the new fiscal recap per Chapter 44, Section 31D, or (2) Reserve Fund Transfer. 
Selectmen VOTED unanimously to advise the Board of Assessors to raise the sum of 
$32,209 on the recap to cover the expense of snow removal overrun. 
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Comments on 9/90. Comments are due June 9. Proposed businesses: R & D to retail. 
Concerned about the traffic pattern. “Suicide Ramp” will be addressed by the Planning 
Board. Traffic analysis shows about 659 cars per hour. They estimate about 400 cars 
coming from Rt. 30/Firmin Avenue. Traffic will be increased by 50% at that intersection. 
Hopefully, the traffic light at the Ground Round will break traffic. There has been no 
mention of White Bagley Road/Rt. 30 corridor being improved. About 24,000 cars per 
day are expected at 9/90. Selectmen are concerned about the air quality from the cars. 
Chairman Falconi and Selectman Christensen will draft a letter. Selectman McAuliffe 
will approve the finished product.

The SBSC recommends that the town call a Special Town Meeting to 
appropriate funds for feasibility study, based on the options presented by this School Building Study Committee to be 
completed by January 1995. Furthermore the Committee recommends that a School Building Study Committee 
remain in place to monitor the growth of the Town and the school enrollment; to validate the schools facility needs; 
and to determine what needs continue to exist at the levels perceived at this time. 


Selectmen McAuliffe made the motion to call a Special Town Meeting for September 12, 1994 for the purpose of 
obtaining funds for a feasibility study and a cost analysis to add classroom space to the schools.

The School Committee adjourned their meeting at 8 PM and after a brief recess the Selectmen reconvened. 


The first item of business was to reconsider the vote of the June meeting to give George Killam 9 sick days instead 
of 9 holidays. The motion was made and seconded to reconsider the motion made in executive session on June 7, 
1994 regarding the sick item. The vote was unanimous to reconsider the vote.

The voice vote of 
all three Selectmen was in the affirmative and the Chairman stated that the Selectmen 
would not reconvene in Open Session. 


Atty. Shapiro began by saying that the Union could not accept the package as presented 
by the Management because the Union would be conceding too many items and many of 
the members would only be giving up these items and not receiving the benefit of the 
Quinn Bill because they do not have the education to qualify. The Union is not willing to 
give up the seven day week vacations or return to a five and two schedule. 


Therefore the Union and the Management agreed on the following items : 


1. (#1 in 9/17/94 letter from the Selectmen to the Union) Language change in preamble - 
“acting:” instead of “acted”. 


2. (#4 and #5 in 9/17/93 letter) Article II to be deleted, “Purpose” and “Nondiscrimination”. 
3. (#9 in 9/17/94 letter) Article VIII - Section 4 - Change the word “item” to “incident”. 


4. (#13 in 9/17/94 letter) Article IV Section 4 - Suspension and/or discharge - In the first 
paragraph change “seven” days’ written notice” to “three (3) days’ written notice.” Add the 
following sentence: “The Police Chief may place an employee on immediate paid suspension 
pending a full hearing as described in this section. 


5. (#15 in 9/17/94 letter) Article X Section 1 - Delete the phrase, provided, however, that the 
Court Officer shall be placed on an Administrative Schedule of five consecutive days on 
followed by two consecutive days off, regular scheduled day off to balance our and be equal 
with the other shifts.”

officer’s qualifications for employment, promotion, appointment, additional compensation or 
disciplinary action.

Present: Kevin 
Moran, Chairman of Southborough Roads Safety Committee and many interested 
citizens. Letter dated July 7 from Peter Roche, 182 Woodland Road, was read which 
requested a reconsideration of the Board’s vote that reopened the Route 9 median at 
Woodland road. Mr. Moran stated that the Committee would like various Stop signs 
placed at strategic locations. It believes that Stop signs would discourage through traffic, 
slow down the current speeders, and thus increase safety. Police Chief Colleary and 
Selectmen are not comfortable with placing Stop signs - they just can’t be placed 
wherever the committee wants. The intersection of Woodland Road at Cordaville Road 
needs re-engineering. There should be a Sidewalk Master Plan. Closing this crossover 
would put more traffic onto Route 85 and other roads. Speed limits need to be enforced. 
Residents complained that when Police are not on Woodland Road, speeding increases. 
Police would appreciate it if someone sees a speeder, try to get the license number and 
report it to the Department. Many concerns were expressed. A “straw” vote was taken. 
A majority of the people present want this median kept open. Selectmen VOTED 
unanimously to postpone indefinitely decision on this issue until more information is 
brought forward. 


8:50 p.m.- 9:45 p.m. Meeting with developer Vahan Sarkisian regarding Ledge Hill 
Road. The Town owns part of this road and Mr. Sarkisian owns the end of Ledge Hill 
which intersects with Sears Road. Residents of this area are concerned with the safety of 
school children at the bus stop. Site distance is poor at the intersection of Sears and 
Ledge Hill. Various methods were discussed to make this area safer such as putting a 
barrier at the Sears Road end of Ledge Hill, restrictive signs, etc. Fire Chief Peter 
Phaneuf would like restrictive signs and no permanent barrier as Ledge Hill Road is a 
quicker way to get to Sears Road. Police Chief William Colleary stated that for safety of 
the children the bus should change its route and come in from Main Street, stopping at 
Ledge Hill Road. The School Bus would then be flashing lights and alert motorists to 
stop. Wooden barricades would allow public safety vehicles to get through. Mr. 
Sarkisian would like Ledge Hill Road closed at the Sears Road end but was concerned 
with safety vehicles, who would be responsible for damage to road, snowplowing, 
releasing of his bond by the Planning Board, etc. John Boland, DPW Superintendent, 
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said he would need instructions from the Selectmen such as (1) permission from Vahan to 
block road, (2) what type of barriers and where to put them, and (3) snowplowing of 
whole road (not sidewalks). Mr. Sarkisian will attend next Selectmen’s meeting to 
resolve this issue.

EXCLUSION OF HEAVY COMMERCIAL VEHICLES 


That the Town of Southborough Traffic Rules and Regulations adopted on 
November 14, 1972 be and are hereby amended by adding at the end of Article 
IX, Schedule IV, “Truck Exclusions”, the following: 


Remove temporarily the truck limit restricting heavy commercial vehicles having 
a carrying capacity of more than 2 1/2 tons on Central Street until March 30, 1996 
and that a temporary truck limit restricting heavy commercial vehicles having a 
carrying capacity of more than 2 1/2 tons be in effect until March 30, 1996 on 
Sears Road, Newton Street and East Main Street. 


This vote is to be certified by Town Clerk Paul J. Berry. 


Board also VOTED unanimously that the alternate truck route and detour route will 
be Marlborough Road, Framingham Road to Route 30 to Central Street to Route 9 while 
the Rt. 85 bridge is being reconstructed until March 30, 1996. 


Liberty Estates. DPW Superintendent John Boland said the developer stated he won’t 
plow the streets in this subdivision this winter. Planning Board Chairman Charles 
Gaffney said this is an old subdivision and there is a bond in the amount of around 
$19,000.

7:47 p.m. Chairman James W. Falconi arrived at the meeting and took over the Chair. 


7:50 p.m. to 9:25 p.m. Joint Public Hearing was held with two members of the 
Hopkinton Board of Selectmen Joseph A. Strazzulla (Chairman) and Maureen Dwinnell. 
The purpose of this Hearing was to consider closing Bridge No. S-20-03 (over Sudbury 
River) on the Hopkinton/Southborough town line. It was noted that a legal was 
published in the Middlesex News (published in both towns) on September 27 and 
October 4. Chairman Falconi explained the reasons why Southborough would like this 
bridge closed. Hopkinton Chairman Strazzulla said that his Board feels the same as 
stated at the joint meeting held on June 14, that they did not want to create a dead-end 
situation and want the bridge to remain open.

Both towns would have to pay for the repairs if restrictions are placed on the 
bridge. DPW John Boland had no idea as to the cost of repairing it. It was suggested that 
a traffic study should be done re use of this bridge. Police Departments from both towns 
should enforce traffic regulations on this bridge such as speed and truck weight limits.

and Mrs. Joseph A. Duncan (45 East Main St.) will pay for the curbing to be installed and the 
town will provide the blacktop. However, DPW Supt. Boland indicated that there were some 
other issues to be addressed. A plan should be drafted that would indicate the location of 
trees, telephone poles, drainage structures and fire hydrant. The plan would aid in 
determining where to locate the sidewalk. Mrs. Duncan expressed concern regarding five 
children walking with no sidewalks in the area, especially with traffic being detoured on East 
Main Street. She showed pictures of the area in question and also stated that she didn’t 
understand why the sidewalk couldn’t be placed around the trees as presently exists on the 
other end of East Main Street. The Selectmen indicated that the town now must comply with 
ADA Regulations and the existing substandard sidewalks will eventually be brought up to 
ADA Regulations.

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Roads. The Selectmen VOTED 2 to 0 to continue this pole hearing until November 9 at 8:15 
p.m. to be held at the Andrea Restaurant. 


8:14 p.m. Chairman Falconi returned to the table. 


8:15 p.m. John Farrell (3 Wentworth Drive) and other concerned residents of Liberty Estates 
expressed their concerns re finishing of the roads, plowing and sanding of the roads since there is 
no one taking responsibility for this subdivision. Also discussed was the completion of the 
soccer field. DPW Supt. John Boland stated that it would cost $21,700 to complete the soccer 
field. First-class soccer fields cost about $30,000. Planning Board said that $16,000 could be set 
aside to finish the soccer field. This would not bring the field up to first class. There is only a 
balance of about $19,694 available but should be sufficient to complete Liberty Estates. Major 
work needs to be done to complete the water main in this subdivision. Developer was short 
about 200 feet of finishing this main so that it can be tied into Woodbury Estates for the good of 
the entire system. It should be tied together. An as-built plan is needed in order for the streets to 
be accepted at the next Annual Town Meeting. Selectmen suggested that moneys could be asked 
for at ATM 1995 in order to complete the soccer field to first class condition. Selectmen 
VOTED unanimously to authorize John Boland expenditures from bond moneys received to 
complete Liberty Estates, and to instruct him to snowplow and/or sand this street for FY 1995. 
Mr. Glenn Kingsbury (30 Liberty Drive) was assured that the first priority for repairs would be 
the sink hole in front of his house. Mr. Boland assured the Board that the road can be brought up 
to standard and ready to be accepted by the next Annual Town Meeting. 


8:45 p.m. Re: Brentwood Condominium Project, Parkerville Road (EOQEA #7255). Board 
met with the developer, Al Bafaro (Albro/Southborough Limited Partnership) and his Operations 
Manager, Mr. Robert Bezokas. Mr. Bafaro presented another modification to the Brentwood 
Project and has prepared another LIP approach. He has downsized the project from 170 units to 
150 town house units. It will be a two-phase project: Phase 1 will be 74 units will be built, then 
76 more units would be built. There would be 41 affordable units which is 27% of the quota 
under the comprehensive permit. The developer,Mr. Bafaro, asked the Board to give serious 
consideration to joining in a LIP application with him. He needs the Board to send a letter of 
commitment to the Executive Office of Communities and Development. Read into the record 
was October 25 letter from Mary L. Padula, Cabinet Secretary, EOCD, stating that 100 or less 
single family units developed as a locally approved (LIP) project would fit into EOCD’s current 
housing policies. Steps which should be taken: (1) obtain Selectmen’s support of a new plan (2) 
seek EOCD’s approval, and (3) seek ZBA’s approval of modification of existing comprehensive 
permit, or a new permit. Mr. Bafaro stated that he does not have time to go back to ZBA. LIP 
grant requires that at least 25% be affordable. He does not want to downsize any lower than 150 
units as otherwise he will not be able to make any profit. Selectman Christensen would have 
liked to have it downsized to 100 but will support the rest of the Board. Therefore, it was 
VOTED unanimously that the Board of Selectmen participate with the Bafaro Corporation in a 
LIP Program. A letter is to be sent to EOCD c/o Mary L. Padula, Cabinet Secretary.

Joint meeting was held with the Board of Assessors for the purpose of 
discussing and determining the certified valuation of each class of property, the minimum 
residential factor, and the allocation of the tax burden among the four classes of real 
property: residential, open space, commercial and industrial, and of personal property. 
Chairman of the Board of Assessors, Kirk Carter, gave his presentation and stated that his 
Board voted unanimously to recommend continuing with a unified rate. To split the tax 
rate would not be appropriate for Southborough at this time. The preliminary tax rate is 
$13.36/thousand (a 46 cent/thousand increase). The Board of Selectmen VOTED 
unanimously to approve a single tax rate, as recommended by the Board of Assessors. 


8:00 p.m. Steve Ryan of Fitzgerald’s General Store, 110 Southville Road, discussed his 
proposed alterations/additions to his store and property. Read into the record was 
November 9 memorandum from Police Chief William Colleary recommending that NO 
PARKING signs be installed on both sides of River Street and on the north side of 
Southville Road to alleviate anticipated traffic problems. Also read into the record was 
November 7 memorandum from Town Planner Wayne Thies regarding a concern of a 
resident of Cottage Street regarding large trailer trucks parking along the shoulder of 
Cordaville Road across from the store. Truck motors are often left running and were 
noisy. Mr. Ryan stated that there will be an unpaved area for trucks to pull off the road. 
There will be room for them to turn around. Mr. Ryan stated that the Zoning Board of 
Appeals at its November 2 hearing on his petition approved a Special Permit as per the 
Town’s Zoning Code, Article V, Section 174-19, Nonconforming Uses and Structures. 
Fitzgerald’s General Store is in a Business Village District. The Planning Board will be 
holding a hearing on November 21 at 7:45 p.m. to consider his application for a Special 
Permit/Site Plan Approval to expand the Store. In this Site Plan, Mr. Ryan had requested 
20 foot lights as they illuminate the area more efficiently but is going to propose 15 foot 
lights for the Planning Board to approve. Besides lighting, Mr. Ryan also discussed 
parking, expansion of the building, landscaping and hours of operation. He will keep the 
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same hours, i.e. open at 5 a.m. and close at 10 p.m. Hours of lighting will be the same as 
the store. Proposed addition is a breakfast/lunch area seating 41 people. Parking is 
available for 29 vehicles, according to the requirement of the Zoning Code. The site plan 
adheres to the current Zoning Code Rules and Regulations. The only problem remaining 
is a legal question being addressed by Town Counsel. Planning Board questions the 
legality of the plan encompassing two separate lots, even though both are in common 
ownership. No additional signage is planned. 


Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to approve the site plan as submitted at this 
meeting along with the stipulation that all legal questions have been successfully 
answered. that the parking situation is mutually agreed to with the proponent and the 
Planning Board, the height of the lights on the plan be fifteen feet, and that there will be 
no parking on Cordaville Road.

Ms. Eager requested that a copy of the audio tape be made available to the Union. 
Management agreed. 


The following issues were put on the table and discussed: 


1. Article VIII, Job Posting: Management proposed to amend this section to allow the 
Town to advertise a position at the same time that it is posted at the Town Hall. The 
Union agreed with Management on this proposal. 

2. Article XI, Vacations: Management proposed to include the words “after six months 
from starting date of employment but not more than ten days within the first year”. 
The Union agreed with Management on this proposal. 
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3. 


Article X Longevity: The Union requested to receive $850 after 25 years and $1,000 
after 30 years. Management countered with $1,000 after 40 years and the Union 
agreed to this proposal and withdrew theirs. 

Article XII, Holidays: The Union requested two additional holidays; the day after 
Thanksgiving Day and one floating holiday. Management agreed to the day after 
Thanksgiving and the Union withdrew the other holiday. 


. Article XIX, Wages and Merit System: The Union proposed 6% for each of the 


three following fiscal years. Management countered with 4% in FY 96, 5% in FY 
97 and FY 98. The Union accepted the management’s counter offer. 

Article XVI, Insurance: The Union propossed to pay employees that elect not to 
subscribe to health insurance offered by the Town $800 on an annual basis. They 
argued that this proposal would save the Town money by encouraging employees to 
purchase their insurance elsewhere. Management offered to discuss this issue 
further. In order to conclude the signing of this contract, the contract would be 
reopened only for this issue next year. The Union agreed to this proposal. 


Cathy Eager volunteered to draft a new contract for review and signature. The session 
with the Clerical Union ended at 9:04 PM. and the Selectmen voted by a roll call vote to 


djourn the meeting. The vote was unanimous.

Board noted letter from Stephen M. Prior of Prior Lawn and Landscape Service, Southborough, 
notifying the Town that he is resigning from the position of Grounds Maintenance Contractor as 
he is unable to fulfill the requirements asked of this position. Board unanimously VOTED to 
solicit quotes to take over the contract through the growing season or through the end of the year 
12/31/95. Deadline for quotes: Monday, 6/12/95. 


Ms. Pam Merloni (Highland Street) asked that the property in front of the Southborough Arts 
Center be included in the contract. The Selectmen asked Town Administrator to request the 
DPW to mow this property as soon as possible. The Selectmen agreed to discuss a long term 
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solution at their next meeting with input from DPW Superintendent John Boland, Superintencent 
of Schools Dennis DiSalvo and Lynda Thomas, Director of the Arts Center. 


7:30 p.m, Public Hearing was held for Teleport Communications Group (TCG) to attach a fiber 
optic cable to existing utility poles. Present for TCG: Anthony J. Giorannucci and Edward M. 
Murphy. Present for NYNEX: Joe Zukowski. Present for Data General Corp. Bruce J. 
McSherry, Manager, Telecommunications. 


Chairman McAuliffe read the notice into the record and requested a list of abutters from the 
proponent. Mr. Giorannucci did not have the list with him but will submit it to the Selectmen’s 
Office. Mr. Giorannucci then stated that TCG is seeking permission to install fiber optic cable 
on existing poles on Boston Road, Willow Street, Route 9, Flagg Road, Deerfoot Rd., Main 
Street, Sears Road and Northboro Road.. TCG is a local provider of high speed voice and data 
services to financial institutions, law firms, long distance carriers and high-tech manufacturing 
companies. The company will contact NYNEX and Mass. Electric to discuss and address public 
safety issues and where and how the cable will be attached to each pole. 


Bruce J. McSherry of Data General spoke in favor of granting permission to TCG. He indicated 
that his company is anxious to be able to utilize these services. 


Joe Zukowski, NYNEX, stated that they were not opposed to TCG doing business in 
Southborough, but were concerned about public safety issues such as clearance between cables, 
whether the existing support poles are sufficient with the addition of this cable, etc. 


Edward Murphy, TCG sated that his company would contact NYNEX and look at every pole 
with them and address all their concerns. 


Charles Gaffney, Chairman of the Planning Board asked why there are so many double poles in 
Southborough. NYNEX< stated that if a list of poles was submitted they would investigate why 
these exist. The Town Administrator was asked to have the Town Planner prepare a list of poles. 


The Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to permit TCG the right to attach fiber optic cable 
to existing utility poles as indicated on the submitted plan subject to written approval obtained in 
advance from NYNEX and Mass. Electric. 


8:00 p.m, Open Space Preservation Commission: Chairman Elaine Beals, Susan Ziegler, and 
Margaret Stebbens. Ms. Ziegler presented a preliminary draft of the Open Space Plan. The 
Open Space Plan attempts to build a constituency and establish a process to check on the goals 
established by the plan. This Plan has shaded very general areas of Town such as property next 
to the Sudbury River and the MDC Reservoir as properties to be purchased and protected as open 
space. The Selectmen suggested that the Plan include three classes to prioritize specific 
properties to remain as open space. The Town should also have a plan to set aside dollars to 
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purchase property, easements or development rights to preserve open space. The Board of 
Selectmen VOTED David Parry as its liaison to Open Space and authorized him to meet with the 
Headmaster at St. Mark’s School and the Open Space Preservation Commission to discuss 
preserving the St. Mark’s Golf Course as open space. 


8:25 P.M. Update on the proposed MBTA Station was given by Kathy Bartolini, Chairman of the 
MBTA Study Committee. A new supplemental EIR will be filed in July for the proposed new 
track to Worcester and the EIR on everything else will be ready in November or December. The 
construction of the new track is scheduled for the Fall of 1995 and construction of the new 
stations late summer of 1996 to be completed in December. Other issues Ms. Bartolini discussed 
are the following: 


1. Robert L. Mabardy, Interim General Manager of the MBTA, confirmed that if a 
community does not want a station and the Selectmen write a letter stating the reason 
why the MBTA will not build a station. 


2. The MBTA has committed to conducting new readings for noise and vibration. 


3. The MBTA will be contacting the Selectmen for input on how to coordinate with the 
Town and how to communicate with property owners. 


4. The mitigation agreed upon will be in place before the stations are open. 
5. The MBTA will request the Selectmen to reappoint members to the CAC. 
The Selectmen decided to send a letter to Mr. Mabardy to request the following concerns: 


1. A tunnel or underpass as opposed to the proposed overpass to be constructed near 
Fitzgeralds away from the residential homes for riders to access the south track. 


2. The Rt. 85 railroad bridge height should not be changed or the road lowered. 


3. A plan for the recreational use of the area south of the track a station and sidewalks 
constructed to access both the station and the recreational area. 


4. The section of Cordaville Rd. from Southville Rd. north to River St. should be closed 
so that vehicles cannot avoid the traffic light. 


5. The proposed plan should indicate the necessary takings for the construction of the 
station. 


Selectmen Christensen moved that the Town does not want a MBTA station in Southborough. 
There was no second to the motion and Selectmen Christensen withdrew the motion. 
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The Selectmen then VOTED Selectmen Christensen to the inter-community MBTA committee. 
Selectmen Christensen abstained from the vote. 


9:30 P.M. Al Bafaro and Atty. William Pezzoni, Southwood, - Atty. Pezzoni stated that he was 
there representing Mr. Bafaro for the Southwood proposal requesting a letter directed to the 
Planning Board, SHOPC and the Zoning Board of Appeals endorsing the developer’s efforts to 
attempt to resolve the outstanding issues between the community, the town Boards and the 
developer and to provide for a plan that will be best suited for the site in question. 


The Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to support the concept of the major residential 
development under the local zoning by-law and not the proposal as presented under the 
comprehensive permit subject to the following conditions: 


1. The developer will be granted a variance from the moderate requirement of the by- 
law only if the developer will provide 20% of the units to be priced at no more than 
$175,000. 


2. The density of the project shall be determined based on an approved “by right” plan 
that complies with the Town of Southborough zoning by-law. 


3. The developer shall update the water supply study done in December of 1994 
coordinating it with the Town’s Master Plan Study for Water Supply and with the 
funds already granted to the Town. The Developer will participate with the Town to 
apply for a CDAG Grant for water improvements, no matter the results of the studies. 


4. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall determine off-site contributions to be agreed to by 
the developer sufficient to warrant variances of this magnitude. 


5. 10% of the units shall be affordable. The Developer will apply to the State under the 
Local Initiative Program. 


The Board of Selectmen instructed the Town Administrator to send a letter to Peter Donohue, 
District Highway Director, Mass. Highway Dept., requesting his support regarding utilizing the 
rock from the MetroWest Tunnel to widen the causeways in Southborough. The Board also 
wants to send a letter to Bose Corp., the Chairman of the Industrial Park in Framingham and the 
Planning Board soliciting their support. 


The Board also instructed the Town Administrator to send a letter to David Scattergood of Red 
Gate Lane informing him that the Board is seeking comments from the Public Safety and DPW 
Dept. Heads regarding his request for a truck exclusion on Flagg Rd.

MINUTES APPROVED 


The Board of Selectmen unanimously approved the minutes of the May 23, 1995 meeting. 


PERMITS 


Road Opening Permits. Board voted unanimously to grant permits (1) to NYNEX for Marlboro 
Road (Route 85) and (2) to Clark & Mott Const., Inc. for water service to 188 Middle Road. 


SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:30 p.m. Mowing of the area in front of the Southborough Cultural Arts Center The 
Chairman read into the record a letter from the Superintendent of Schools Dennis M. DiSalvo 
that stated that the school does not own or rent equipment large enough to handle the mowing of 
that area. In the past few years, the DPW has mowed this area once or twice a year. The Board 
of Selectmen VOTED unanimously that the DPW mow the area in front of the Southborough 
Arts Center once a month for the balance of this year. 


7:45 p.m. The Board of Selectmen unanimously approved the attached annual appointments. 
The Board will interview the two candidates for Conservation Commission on June 27, 1995 at 
7:30 p.m. The Board also VOTED unanimously to abolish the Commercial Growth Planning 
Committee and it should be noted that Mr. Christensen expressed his concern with regard to the 
number of leaves of absence by Police Officer Hagen for military service. He stated that if it 
continues, he feels it is not in the best interest of the Town and he would not be in favor of 
appointing him the next time. 


8:15 p.m. Isabelle Murphy, Recreation Facilities Committee. Ms. Murphy submitted a list of 
concerns with regard to the Playground Program. Carroll Harris, Director of Recreation, stated 
that she has been able to address most of the concerns but there is a question as to whether they 
have the authority to question people on the Town property who are not registered for the 
program. In addition, the committee is attempting to construct a playground for younger children 
and needs decisions made on the use of the fields. The committee would like to have someone in 
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authority to arbitrate disputes that occur over use of the fields or the operation of the programs. 
The committee would like to see more and different programs in place. Therefore, they suggested 
that the Selectmen form a committee to evaluate the programs. The Selectmen suggested that 
the committee meet with the Recreation Commission and return on June 27 with a list of names 
to appoint to a Summer Recreation Program Committee and issues for that committee to address. 
The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to enact the list of suggestions for the Summer 
Playground Program presented by the Recreation Facilities Committee. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 
e Truck Exclusion on Flagg Rd. 


The Board VOTED unanimously to postpone considering excluding 2 1/2 ton trucks from 
Flagg Road until the Rt. 85 Bridge is reopened. 


e Woodland Rd. 
1. The Board will not consider prohibiting a left-hand turn during certain hours because 
the Mass. Highway Department will not approve this option due to the safety issues. 
However, the Board will request that a warning sign be placed to warn vehicles 
traveling east that vehicles are crossing the right of way, will request a sign 
prohibiting vehicles from stopping in the intersection and request that the intersection 
be striped with paint. 


2. The Stop signs at Breakneck Hill Road and Oregon Road need to be moved so that 
they are more visible. The DPW will also paint white stop lines when the paint 
contractor is in Southborough. 


3. The Board does not approve of the stop sign at Richards Road until the newly 
installed ones mentioned above are working. Another option would be to redesign the 
intersection at a ninety degree angle. Unfortunately, there is no available land to 
reconfigure the intersection. 


4. The intersection at Woodland and Rt. 85 should be redesigned. Mr. Boland 
suggested that an engineering survey is needed to address this issue properly. He will 
obtain an estimate for the engineering cost. He feels the jersey barriers will not allow 
vehicles to negotiate the intersection safely. Therefore, the Selectmen did not 
approve placing barriers at that intersection. 


e MBTA Station 

The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to not allow a MBTA station in Southborough if 
there is no stations in the abutting Towns, Ashland and Westborough or if there is no regional 
station. 
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e Repairing of Lynbrook and Granuaile Rd. 


Selectman Christensen did not participate in the discussion of this issue because he lives on 
Granuaile Rd. These roads were originally Rt. 30 and a state highway before I-495 was built. 
The state has not turned over jurisdiction to Southborough and even though the Town has 
requested repairs in the past, the state has not repaired the roads. The Town should contact the 
Mass Highway and propose that if they improve the roads then the Town will maintain them 
thereafter. Town Counsel should review the files and advise if this is possible. 


e Awarding of contract for Addition Alterations to DP W Facili 
The Board of Selectmen unanimously awarded the contract to Colantonio Inc. Holliston, MA. for 
$1,135,775 subject to the approval of the Attorney General with regard to the bid protest. 


e Request for consulting funds to review a petition submitted to ZBA for Southwood Dev. 

The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to expend funds from the engineering money if the 
Planning Board’s fees cannot be used for the technical assistance to review the submission for a 
variance for Southwood to be located on Parkerville Rd. south of the Mass. Turnpike. 


e Grounds Maintenance 

The Board of Selectmen unanimously voted to award the contract to Landscaping Designs, Inc. 
through the following Tuesday and contingent upon the Advisory Committee approving a 
transfer to cover the cost for the remainder of the year, awards that contract for the remainder of 
the calendar year. The contractor for the Town, Steven Prior, resigned so that the Selectmen 
declared an emergency and instructed the Town Administrator to obtain quotes to complete the 
contract for the remainder of this year. Landscape Design was the only bidder although ten 
vendors were sent specifications. Due to the requirement to comply with the prevailing wage, the 
cost of the contract has about doubled. Landscape Design is a competent vendor who had the 
contract for several years prior to the defaulting contractor. 


e Contact person for the MBTA 


The Board of Selectman unanimously voted Janice C. Conlin, Town Administrator as contact 
person for the MBTA. 


e Conrail Bridge at Northborough Rd. 
Selectmen Parry suggested that the Town place the Conrail bridge at Northborough Road on the 


Transportation Improvement Program. 


e Stop Smoking Seminars 
The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to permit employees to attend Stop Smoking 


seminars to be sponsored by the Rt. 9 East Tobacco Control Program. However, the employees 
will attend without pay but will not be penalized if it involves normal working hours. 


e Project Manager/Clerk of the Works for the Addition to Town se 
Suzanne Traini, Member of the Board of Health, stopped into the Selectmen’s meeting to 
volunteer her services. She stated that she was a Project Manager for the MBTA. The Board of 
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Selectmen voted unanimously to appoint Suzanne Traini as Project Manager for the addition to 
the Town House. 


e Appointment of Constance Maida as Assistant Town Clerk-The Selectmen received a request 
from Paul Berry, Town Clerk, to promote Ms. Maida to Asst. Town Clerk. The Selectmen 
would like him to meet with Chairman McAuliffe to discuss this request and the merit 
increase request for Judith Cononico. 


e MWRA 
1. Proposed Sewer Line- The Board of Selectmen will meet with the Board of Health at 
its next scheduled meeting to discuss utilizing the proposed sewer line for the 
residuals from the Wachusett Treatment Plant for municipal buildings and possible 
private non-profit institutions. 


2. Causeways- The Selectmen discussed at great length the pros and cons of widening 
the causeway. The widening would facilitate traffic but does Southborough want to 
make it easier for more traffic to flow through the Town. The cost of the design and 
permitting (this alone could cost $100,000) may not be worth the benefits unless 
Mass Highway and the MWRA are willing to fund those costs. 


3. Clean Fill- The Board requested that a memo be sent to all boards and committees to 
request suggestions for use of the fill from the MWRA projects and the Bose 
construction. 


e Middle Road/Rt. 9 Traffic Light-Chairman McAuliffe will contact Peter Donohue of Mass

Police Officer. Board unanimously VOTED to appoint Timothy J. Slatkavitz, 250 
Parkerville Road, Southborough, MA, as a Regular Police Officer, his two-year term to 
expire June 30, 1997. His starting date will be Sunday, July 23, 1995.

Selectmen VOTED unanimously to approve expenditures up to $2,500 to S E A 
Consultants, Inc. for the purpose of assessing theintersection of Middle Road/Route 
9 and Parkerville Road Pedestrian Crossover. This is a study to look at warrants 
needed to get traffic lights at Middle Road/Rt. 9. They will also gather statistics re 
impact on Middle Road. Re pedestrian bridge, Town Administrator Janice Conlin and 
Town Planner Wayne Thies will work on statistics re who will use the pedestrian bridge. 
Other issues to be addressed will be where would it be placed and what needs to be 
addressed at the proposed site such as wetlands, etc. 


PERMITS 


Board VOTED unanimously to grant permission to SCAC Band Committee touse the 
Gazebo on Main Street so that the Doc Bastarache Big Band can perform there on 
Labor Day, September 4. 
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As per request of DPW Supt. John W. Boland, the Selectmen VOTED unanimously to

C. Marshall of 16 Fisher St., Westborough, MA. The buy-back will be at the price per lot 
originally paid. 


The Board VOTED unanimously to allow Susan Sheehan (44 Edgewood Road) toblock 
off Edgewood Road during the hours of block party to be held on Saturday, July 29, 
from 11 a.m. to dusk (rain date: July 30). Police Chief William J. Colleary and Fire Chief 
Peter Phaneuf to be notified. 


SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:30 p.m. to 7:55 p.m. Informal meeting was held with Southborough Post Office 
officials to discuss relocation of 9 Main Street post office. Present were Attorney 
Theodore H. Goguen, Jr., Robert H. Egan of Egan Associates, Architects and Planners, 
and Postmaster Don MeNiff. Proposed site is on the corner of Route 9 and Middle Road 
(Robert Vanni, owner). Chairman read July 10 memorandum from Janice Conlin, Town 
Administrator, regarding concerns expressed at a meeting on July 6 with Town Planner, 
Building Inspector, Police Chief and Board of Health Agent. Most concern is access to 
the site and drainage. Attorney Goguen gave his presentation stating that the post office 
feels that after looking at several sites in Southborough, this is the best site for them. 
Route 9 site has good visibility. Carriers would go out on a main road. They are 
committed to this site at this point. The post office site at 9 Main Street is too small and 
there is no area available downtown for future growth. The new site provides room for 
expansion, ample parking for vehicles and moving the mail in and out. The building is 
just under 6,000 s.f. The post office does not intend to have much in the way of 
business from the public which normally consists of the purchase of postage stamps and 
carrying mail to the post office. Basically this will be a work area for the delivery of mail. 
There will be one or two people at the window to service the public. They expect to 
have twelve employees in the workroom area basically to load trucks, get on the road 
and deliver the mail. There will be a postmaster. Total number of employees at the site: 
15. They feel they will not have a lot of people coming to this particular site. The site 
will be used principally to load trucks and get the mail out for deliveries. Area available 
to the public: 669 s.f. There will be 200 boxes. Only 17% of the area will be used for 
customer service. If this site is turned down the postal authorities could decide to not 
have any facilities in Southborough and put a larger facility in another town. The Middle 
Rd./Rt. 9 site would be leased which means they would pay taxes. If they determine to 
buy the site, they would not have to pay taxes. The hours are such that they feel that it 
will not interfere with the residents of Middle Road. Attorney Goguen stated that a traffic 
study has been done but it has not been received at this date. All agreed that the 
current site at 9 Main Street is too small. The new site is business zoned. Attorney 
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Goguen stated that the post office officials feel this would be an innocuous and perfect 
use for this site. 


8:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. Selectmen interviewed the following candidates for the police 
officer position to be funded by COPS FAST Grant Program: 

e Joseph P. Deberadinis, Hudson, MA 

e Scott M. Henderson, Southborough, MA 

e Timothy J. Slatkavitz, Southborough, MA. 
Police Chief William J. Colleary was present. At the end of the interviews, Chairman 
read July 7 letter from Police Chief Colleary with his recommendation. Selectman 
Christensen made a Motion, seconded by Selectman Parry and VOTED unanimously to 
appoint Timothy J. Slatkavitz, 250 Parkerville Road, Southborough, MA, as a 
Regular Police Officer, his two-year term to expire June 30, 1997. His starting date will 
be Sunday, July 23, 1995. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Issue of municipal trash cans being used for household waste. Trash cans were 
placed at Woodward School and people have been using them to place their household 
trash. There are no fines in the town code therefore enforcement is difficult. This issue 
should be addressed at ATM 1996. Selectmen suggested that perhaps some wording 
could be painted on the trash can to discourage people from disposing of their 
household trash. Town Administrator will consult with Town Counsel for legal wording to 
be painted on the cans. 


Board noted 7/3/95 letter from Robert L. Mabardy, Interim General Manager of 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority (MBTA). This letter commented on 
pedestrian overpass, Route 85 railroad bridge, recreational facilities and sidewa 
Cordaville Road, and land takings. Second letter dated 7/3/95 from Mr. Mabardy 
addressed the issue of the Board’s 6/13/95 vote “to not permit an MBTA Station in 
Southborough, if there is no regional station located near Rt. I-495 or if there are no local 
stations in Westborough and Ashland”. The MBTA feels that the Board’s vote is 
premature. Action: Mark Davis, Chairman of the MBTA Committee will address the 
issues stated in both letters, incorporate the Board’s response, and go over it with 
Selectman Parry before mailing. Mr. Davis will clarify the intent of the vote, i.e., that the 
Selectmen want a regional station. If there is a regional station then the Selectmen do 
not want a local one. Selectmen want the serious issue of public liability to be 
addressed re the proposed underpass as opposed to a pedestrian crossing. A small 
amount of people from Southborough will be using this facility. If the Town will be liable 
for any incidents in the underpass, that is unacceptable. 


Selectmen discussed the issue of whether or not to Use fill from the MWRA tunnel 
project to widen causeways. John Lundblad, Chairman of the MetroWest Water 
Supply Tunnel Working Group, will address this issue at a 7/12/95 Tunnel Working 
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Group meeting. Selectmen feel there would be no benefit to Southborough to widen the 
Route 30 (Boston Road) causeway. ACTION: Selectmen will vote at their July 25, 1995 
meeting on this issue. 


Board noted 6/26 letter from David and Janet Thomas (18 Presidential Drive) re 
maintenance of town property along Presidential Drive. DPW Supt. John Boland 
stated that regarding roadside mowing, it is a 6 week operation once. It would be a 
budgetary problem to mow more frequently. It was felt that the neighborhood should 
mow it themselves if they want it done more frequently. 


Selectmen signed a letter to the Mass. Municipal Association in support for a grant to 
update manuals.

7:00 p.m. to 7:15 p.m. Re: Addition to the Town House. Board met with architect John F. 
Travers to discuss the bids received. Chairman read July 25 Memorandum from Town 
Administrator Janice Conlin. Only two firms submitted proposals: (1) New England Builders 
(Methuen, MA) for $199,800 and (2) Granger General Contractors (Worcester, MA) for 
$204,160. Town Meeting appropriated $170,800 to fund this project. Total project cost is 
$240,800. Committee proposed two options for the Board’s consideration. Option #1 was 
recommended by Mr. Travers which is to place an Article at a Special Town Meeting in the fall 
for additional funding needed. The low bidder, New England Buildings has agreed to hold this 
price until October. The Selectmen do not want to call a Special Town Meeting just for this 
Article. However, the School Department might ask for a Special Town Meeting. Therefore, the 
Board VOTED 2-0 to accept Option 1 of 7/25/95 Memo from Town Administrator in 
anticipation of calling a Special Town Meeting in October with the School Department. The low 
bidder will be so notified. 


7:15 p.m. to 7:18 pm. Public Hearing was held on request by Frontline Network Systems to 
install a fiber optic cable for Fay School. Selectmen Christensen stated he had seeked the advice 
of Town Counsel since Mrs. Christensen works at Fay School. Town Counsel informed him that 
he could sit in on this public hearing as there was no financial gain involved. Present for 
Frontline Network Systems, Inc. was Bob Powers, Fiber Optic Group Manager. This was 
requested by Fay School due to its computer system upgrade. Since no abutters appeared for or 
against, the Board VOTED 2-0 to grant to Frontline Network Systems, Inc. the right to attach one 
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12 fiber, multimode, fiber optic cable from 50 Main Street to 31 Main Street as indicated on the 
submitted plan. This approval is subject to approval from NYNEX and Mass. Electric Company. 


7:35 p.m. to 7:40 p.m. Joint pole hearing was held on petition of NET and Mass. Electric 
Company re Mt. Vickery Road to place 5 poles on Mt. Vickery Road beginning at a point 
approx. 777 ft. northeast of Cordaville Road and continuing northeasterly along Mt. Vickery Rd. 
for approx. 550 feet: 5 new J. O. Poles, 2 existing J.O. poles to remain. Representative of NET 
stated that these poles are to fill in the gap. There were no poles in that section. There will be 
some tree trimming planned. They do not plan to remove any trees. The poles will be off the 
road as far as possible without removing any trees. NET/Mass. Electric do not plan to go 
underground in this area of Mt. Vickery Road. Board VOTED 2 to 0 to approve this petition. 


7:45 p.m. Scheduled at this time was a Public Hearing on the application of Ipanema 
Restaurant and Lounge, Inc., Frank X. Kavanagh, Manager, to transfer his Restaurant/All 
Alcoholic Beverages License to Barra Restaurant Corp., Inc. dba Ipanema Restaurant, Inc., 
Ingrid Tomich-Fermo, Manager, 106 Southville Road. On Friday, July 21, a telephone 
message was left with the Receptionist from Mr. Kavanagh stating they could not be present this 
evening and to take it off the agenda. Mr. Kavanagh was not able to be reached by telephone. 
Since neither party attended this legal hearing, the Board VOTED 2 to 0 to deny the request to 
transfer this liquor license. 


7:46 p.m. to 8:15 p.m. Meeting with Bill Pezzoni representing G.D.C. Holdings, Inc. dba 
Cognigliaro Industries, Inc. regarding proposed recycling business for 162 Cordaville Road. 
Present: DPW Supt. John Boland and Planning Board Chairman Charles Gaffney. The 
Planning Board Site Plan Review Committee submitted a lengthy letter listing outstanding issues 
with the site plan as submitted. The committee felt that the present site plan is inadequate and 
does not follow site plan regulations. Mr. Pezzoni stated that he will meet with the State and 
DPW Supt. John Boland re the curb opening. These issues were discussed by Mr. Pezzoni and 
stated that Cognigliaro Industries, Inc. will conform with the Site Plan Committee letter listing its 
concerns. Another site visit of Cognigliaro’s Framingham operation is planned for Wednesday, 
August 2. Resident Fred Scott (Bigelow Road) expressed concerns regarding cleanliness, fire 
concern (OSHA), and future recycling plans. Future recyling plans have been discussed with 
DPW Supt. John Boland. Mr. Boland stated he has to be cautious because of theTown’s 
contract with Wheelabrator. It was noted there will be a public hearing on August 9 at 8:30 p.m. 
with the Zoning Board of Appeals re application for a Special Permit for manufacturing and 
recycling in an Industrial District. At this hearing they will address the hours of operation and 
what is planned for the facility. Permit requested is for light manufacturing. They bake a solid 
waste product - paper, plastic, glass, metal, cans, etc. - and recycle it. They will not be handling 
hazardous waste. 


8:17 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. Board met with Primo Borelli (46 Boston Road) who stated his concerns 
due to the proposed safety improvement project for the Boston Road/White Bagley 
Road/Framingham Road Intersection. The Selectmen assured Mr. Borelli that they had no plans 
to widen the Boston Road (Rt. 30) causeway. DPW Supt. John Boland stated that some 
stonewalls will be removed but he will stay on top of the situation. Mr. Borelli discussed the 
impacts to his property and stated that he plans to build a new house back from the highway on 
an adjacent lot. He would like building permits and variances, if needed, before construction 
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starts, etc. The one-way street (White Bagley Road) is being cut off at his garage. He would like 
to attain that as his private driveway to access his garage. Selectmen asked Mr. Borelli to 
provide the Selectmen with a written copy of his letter of concerns. 

8:30 p.m. to 8:32 p.m. Board met with Kevin F. Gill, Manager of Cork’s, Inc. dba Owen 
O’Leary’s, 50 Turnpike Road. Mr. Gill is building another restaurant in another town and 
applied for a loan with U. S. Trust Co. of Boston. Selectmen VOTED 2 to 0 to approve Mr. 
Gill’s request to pledge his stock in order to obtain the loan. Selectmen signed approval form 
(Form 43) to be submitted to the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission for its approval. 


8:32 p.m. to 9:17 p.m. Representative Barbara Gardner met with the Selectmen to give them an 
update on State issues such as budgets, cherry sheet figures, etc. She told them it was a 
“positive” year for the State. 


9:20 p.m. to 9:40 p.m... Board met with Attorney John McAuliffe re Custom Automotive 
Enterprises, Inc. dba Autosmith, 264 Cordaville Road, and the need for the renewal of its Class II 
Automobile Dealer’s License. The Selectmen did not renew Autosmith’s Class II License for 
1996 due to nonpayment of taxes and the fact that there is a lien on this property. His client 
Louis Aswad was present. Attorney McAuliffe stated that Mr. Asward’s brother Richard has left 
the business. Mr. Asward filed Chapter 11 Bankruptcy three months ago. Taxes due: $18,000. 
Mr. Asward wants to make monthly payments on the unpaid taxes. He realizes that the Town has 
to receive taxes paid in full (100%). They would like Town Counsel to dismiss litigation. Taxes 
must be paid every month. Selectmen informed them that the payment of taxes has to be worked 
out with Treasurer/Collector Mary Guilford. Selectmen read long history of complaints on this 
property and informed them that complaints continue to be received. Current report of 
violations were read into the record as investigated by Police Department. Louis Aswad claims 
that the unregistered cars on the property are owned by people waiting to have them repaired. 
Since some parts are hard to obtain, the vehicles remain on the property for a long period of time. 
Selectmen VOTED 2 to 0 to take this matter under advisement and to request a written list of the 
cars waiting to be repaired. Action will be taken at August 22, 1995 Selectmen’s meeting. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Board noted 7/13/95 letter from John Boland, DPW Supt., to Algonquin Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, re completion of Eagle Scout Project by Brandon Johnson. Action: A letter of 
commendation is to be sent to Mr. Johnson for work he did on the Town Common, the “Town 
Pound” and at the “Old Burial Ground”. 


Selectmen signed Memorandum of Agreement with Mass. Highway Dept. re: Chapter 90 State 
Aid (Highways), and Chapter 85, Acts of 1994 (Second Apportionment). This is to be 
forwarded to the Mass. Highway Dept. District #3 Worcester Office for signatures. 


Route 85 Bridge (over Conrail). Town Administrator Conlin stated that Mass. Highway Dept. 
District Highway Director Peter Donohue informed her that the issue of the Rt. 85 Bridge has 
been resolved with Conrail. It will take a week and a half for the contractor to get up there so 
that the bridge will be done before winter. Mr. Donohue reported that the White Bagley Road 
bridge is “coming along”. However, they have to wait for some concrete to be delivered which 
will be around August 18. It won’t be completed until September 18. Therefore, the School 
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Department will have to be contacted as this will involve bus routes. Mr. Donohue said that the 
re the Northborough Road bridge - the State intends to replace the bridge but it will be done after 
the other bridges in Southborough are completed. He is looking into the Granuaile Rd. and 
Lynbrook Road question. He was amazed that the State never turned those roads over to us. He 
is checking his records and is willing to discuss this issue. Mr. Donohue also wants to talk about 
the town taking over Route 30 from the Westborough line to Sears Road for maintenance. 
Perhaps something can be worked out on those two issues. 


Widening of Causeway (Boston Road, Route 30). This issue was discussed. Selectmen 
VOTED unanimously to write a letter to Peter Donohue, Mass. Highway Dept., Worcester, 
informing him that the Selectmen have VOTED to not widen the causeways on Route 30 and 
Route 85 with the material excavated from the MetroWest Tunnel. Copies are to be sent to 
Douglas MacDonald, Executive Director of MWRA, Senator Robert Durand and Representative 
Barbara Gardner. 


Foreclosure of Tax Title Property. Board reviewed list of property proposed for Tax Title. 
Amount of taxes due to the Town is $174,527.44. This amount does not include interest and 
penalties. On the list are 27 parcels, one goes back to 1974. It would cost approximately 
$45,000 in legal fees to complete this project. Research needs to be done on finding owners of 
five parcels. Board VOTED 2 to 0 to appropriate $45,000 on the tax recapitulation to procure the 
services of Town Counsel to foreclose on the properties included on the Tax Title list submitted 
by Treasurer/Collector Mary Guilford. The Selectmen require that Town Counsel only incur a 
cost equal to or less than the amount outstanding plus interest and penalties on each property. 


Discussion of Wendy’s Restaurant Proposed Site on Route 9 (359 Turnpike Road). On 
August 24 the Selectmen attended a Planning Board public hearing for approval of an 88 seat 
restaurant on Rt. 9 near Flagg Road. Selectmen felt that the need for a sidewalk should be 
constructed from the proposed restaurant to the Red Roof Inn. Also they felt that acceleration 
and deceleration lanes should be required. Board VOTED 2 to 0 to send a letter to Peter 
Donohue, Mass Highway Dept. District Highway Director, requesting that Mass. Highway Dept. 
provide for a sidewalk for pedestrians from the Red Roof Inn east to the proposed Wendy’s 
Restaurant, 359 Turnpike Road. Selectmen also requested acceleration and deceleration lanes on 
Route 9 for the safe entering and exiting of vehicles. Board will notify the Planning Board of 
their vote re request for a sidewalk and acceleration and deceleration lanes. Selectmen would 
like the proposed sign to be reduced to a much lower height and constructed of wood illuminated 
by lights even though the 24 s.f. x 10 s.f. sign is permitted in the zoning code. The Board of 
Selectmen suggests that the Planning Board review the sign code to propose changes at the next 
Annual Town Meeting. They feel that signs of this size and design should not be permitted in 
the Town of Southborough.

On July 28 Peter 
Donohue of Mass. Highway called the Selectmen’s Office to report that the issues with Conrail 
had been resolved and the contractor would return in a week and a half to resume construction. 
Four weeks have past and the contractor has not been on site. Ms. Conlin called Mr. Donohue 
who reported that there now was an issue to be resolved with the contractor. Ms. Conlin reported 
to him that the abutters and the Selectmen were unhappy due to the lack of communication from 
Mass. Highway and the delay in construction. Mr. Donohue apologized and stated that he would 
call as soon as the problem is resolved. The Selectmen instructed the Town Administrator to call 
Peter Donohue and obtain a schedule for the completion of the bridge. 


DPW Surplus Radio Equipment: The Board VOTED unanimously to authorize the DPW to 
advertise and sell the surplus radio equipment. 
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Reimbursement of Gas Tax and Chapter 90 Reimbursement: The Board signed the necessary 


forms to obtain the reimbursements.

Open Space re: Location of new post office: The Board read into the record the Open Space

LICENSES 


Autosmith, 264 Cordaville Road, Class II. Selectmen noted written opinion from Town 
Counsel Frederick Busconi dated August 25, listing his conclusions regarding application for a 
Class II License at this address: 


(1) The locus, 264 Cordaville Road is a non-conforming, pre-existing business use in a Residential “B” 
district. 


(2) The type or types of business use is and will continue to be controlled by decisions of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals dated November 29, 1982 and November 4, 1987. 


(3) As to the sale of vehicles on the premises, that number for sale must not exceed two (2). 


(4) As to the number of unregistered cars on the premises, I would suggest that the Board should not allow 
any unregistered cars on the premises. These unregistered vehicles would be an extension of the Class II license and 
would mandate both approval by the Zoning Board of Appeals and approval of a Class II license. 


Neither a gas station nor an applicant who has a Class II license should be allowed to conduct a business as a junk 
yard without benefit of the necessary lawful approvals, none of which exist at this premises. 


SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:47 p.m. Board met with Peter Donohue, District Highway Director, Mass. Highway Dept. to 
discuss (1) Route 85 bridge, (2) Southville Road/Route 85 bridge, and (3) Route 9 sidewalks. 
Representative Barbara Gardner was present and expressed her concerns. 


(1) Mr. Donohue explained the delay in completing this project due to a design 
disagreement with Conrail. Conrail and Mass. Highway have come to an agreement. However, 
the bridge will not be completed until the end of June 1996. Another problem contributing to the 
delay was the ledge. It was not suitable and had to be entirely excavated. The utility poles have 
not been moved but this is not impeding the progress and can be done at any time. However, the 
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abutters would like that work done as soon as feasible. Mr. Donohue stated he will check on the 
pole removal status. Mr. Gino Tebaldi (85 Marlboro Rd.) expressed concern regarding the grade 
of the road in front of his property. He would appreciate the pile of rubble cleaned up before 
winter arrives. Mr. Donohue assured him it would be. Peter Park (Newton Street) complained 
that due to the bridge being closed, oversized trucks are cutting through Newton Street. Police 
Department will be notified of this concern. Mrs. Tebaldi (Marlboro Road) said the Post Office 
is refusing to deliver the mail to the house as they claim it is inaccessible due to the abutments. 
This will be investigated by Town Administrator. 


Selectmen interupted this discussion to hold the following public hearing. 


8:25 p.m. to 8:27 p.m. Selectmen held joint pole hearing on petition by NET and Mass. Electric 
to place one pole on the southerly side of Latisquama Road at a point approximately 296 feet 
west of White Bagley Road: 1 new J.O. Pole and 2 existing J.O. Poles to remain. (see plan 
marked N.E.T. & T. Co. No. 960219 dated August 7, 1995). Bob Nicholson, representing NET, 
stated that this request was for a new home being constructed. Selectmen VOTED unanimously 
to approve petition as presented. 


8:30 p.m. Meeting with Peter Donohue resumed. Next discussion was regarding (2) Southville 
Rd./Route 85 bridge and other bridges. The Bridge Street bridge has to be raised one foot to 
accommodate double deck trains. Mr. Donohue is proposing to increase the height of the 
opening on the Route 85/Southville R.R. bridge to accommodate large trucks and consider 
closing the Cedar Street extension bridge except for emergency vehicles. The White Bagley 
bridge will be open October 12. Regarding request for Route 9 sidewalks, Mass. Highway Dept. 
is replacing sidewalks on Route 9, but beyond that, this entails rights-of way, wetlands, and 
would require easements. Someone asked if it would be possible to put a sign on Route 9 at 
Middle Road banning U-turns. Letter should go to Mr. Donohue requesting this ban. However, 
it would have to wait until the Rt. 9 resurfacing is completed. Re: Rt. 30 issue, etc. Mr. Donohue 
will meet with Selectmen McAuliffe, Christensen and Parry to visit various sites to address the 
concerns of the Selectmen. The meeting is planned for 1 p.m. on Friday, September 29 to meet 
at the Town House and then travel to the various sites.

12:00 p.m, Selectmen met in Executive Session in Conference Room A with John Boland, 
DPW Superintendent. 


1:00 p.m. Convened meeting in open session in Conference Room A, Town House. 
Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectman William J. Christensen, Selectman 


David W. Parry, Town Administrator Janice C. Conlin, and Marjorie R. Putnam (Assistant to 
Town Administrator). 


Also present: DPW Supt. John Boland, Police Chief William Colleary, Planning Board 
Chairman Charles Gaffney, Town Planner Wayne Thies, and Massachusetts Highway Director 
Peter Donohue and Mr. Marrazulo (Mass. Highway Dept.). 


SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


Peter Donohue (Mass. Highway Director) discussed the following (before going out on the field 
trip): 


e Bridge Street bridge. Superstructure needs to be replaced. Another foot of clearance is 
needed. Mass Highway is investigating whether or not it would be practical to lower the 
tracks. Cordaville Road needs to be raised some. 


e Route 85 Bridge (over Conrail). Construction work is progressing. 


e White Bagley Bridge. Construction work is bogged down at present. The guard rail was 
promised by the salesman to be delivered no later than September 29. They have not been 
received at this time. It is too late to reorder. 


e Cedar Street extension bridge (over Sudbury River) (Southborough/Hopkinton line). The 
superstructure should be replaced. The abutments do not have to be replaced.. This bridge 
will not collapse immediately but the deck is disintegrating. 


e Proposed Route 9 Roadway Improvement Plan and Route 9/California Avenue, 
Framingham. Discussed a two lane left turn onto California Avenue from the east bound 
lane of Route 9. A letter will be sent to Mr. Donohue urging Mass. Highway to include in its 
resurfacing and improvements of Route 9 said two lane left turn to accommodate the 
increased traffic caused by the development proposed in the Framingham Industrial Park. 
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The Selectmen and those present then proceeded in the Dare Van driven by Police Chief Colleary 
to meet James Eng and an engineer from MBTA to discuss the railroad bridge over Rt. 85. Peter 
Donohue suggested that the Town change its position and permit the opening in the railroad 
bridge to be the standard 14 1/2 feet to accommodate large trailer trucks. If the Town agreed to 
change the height, the Mass. Highway Dept. would improve the intersection just north of the 
bridge at the same time. The position of the Selectmen is that the opening should remain at its 
present height. The reason is that a larger opening would permit more and larger trucks onto 
Cordaville Road in Southborough. The Selectmen reaffirmed that position. The Selectmen also 
pointed out the sight distance problems if you take either a right or left out of the proposed access 
for the parking lot of the proposed MBTA station. 


The next stop on the field trip was the Bridge St. bridge over the Conrail Railrcad. Peter 
Donohue explained that Mass. Highway Dept. has to raise this bridge another foot to 
accommodate the double-decker trains. The approach onto the bridge from the north is steep but 
they should be able to engineer the project without significantly impacting on the nearby 
properties. 


The Cedar Street extension bridge over the Sudbury River was next on the schedule. This bridge 
is owned jointly with the Town of Hopkinton. Last winter the Selectmen met with the 
Hopkinton Officials to discuss closing the bridge but Hopkinton was firm in its position for it to 
remain open. Mr. Donohue said he was informed by both Towns that the bridge would remain 
open so if the Town is reversing that decision he should be informed as soon as possible. The 
deck of the bridge should be replaced and he will not replace it unless it remains open for all 
traffic. Recently a hole in the deck had to be repaired by Hopkinton. The replacement is not 
urgent but is worthy of close monitoring. Mr. Donohue stated that there are other bridges in his 
district that are in worse shape. 


The last stop on the trip was the Parkerville Rd. intersection on the east bound lane of Route 9. 
At the suggestion of Selectman Parry, Peter Donohue agreed to construct a sidewalk in addition 
to the acceleration lane if the Town will obtain the necessary permits from the Southborough 
Conservation Commission. Mr. Donohue will prepare and submit a plan to the Town for that 


purpose. 
2:55p.m. Peter Donohue discussed the following (after the field trip): 


@ Sidewalks on Route 9. No sidewalks are called for on Route 9 East. 


¢ Rt. 30 Corridor - Lynbrook and _Granuaile Roads (State-owned) (Selectman 


Christensen did not enter into this discussion as he lives on Granuaile Road) The 
State will make a gift to the Town from the Westborough line to Sears Road. 
However, Mass. Highway Dept. will fix these roads before turning them over to the 
Town. The State will upgrade and resurface the entire length. The State will work 
with DPW Supt. John Boland as to what the town wants - sidewalks, granite curbing, 
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etc. Project Request will be filed by Mr. Donohue - moving stonewalls will be a 
problem. Mr. Donohue would like a proposal from the Town. A proposal will be put 
together before public hearings are held. 

@ Middle Road/Route 9 proposed traffic light. 

Pedestrian overpass at Parkerville Road over Route 9. 

@ 8/25/95 letter from Mrs. John Rabeni re Central Street regarding a dangerous situation 
for the walking public. Peter Donohue will respond to her concern.

Dr. John E. Callinan (21 Latisquama Road) met with the Board to 
strongly protest the proposed relocation of the Post Office from 9 Main Street to the site located 
on Middle Road (north). He asked the Board to bring as much pressure as possible against the 
Middle Road location. He is of the understanding that the Middle Road crossover will be closed 
by the Mass. Highway Dept. after reconstruction of Rt. 9 is completed. Access to the Middle 
Road site will be via Rt. 9, Middle Road, John Matthews Road, Parkerville Road and perhaps 
General Henry Knox Road. This will be inconvenient for a residential neighborhood and 
hazardous for those who live there. The south side residents will have to travel more than those 
on the north side. - traveling Rt. 85 to Rt. 9 to Middle Road and then return, Middle Road to 
Main Street or Parkerville Road to Main Street and back to Rt. 85 -- highly inconvenient. 
Parkerville Road is heavy with school traffic. Middle Road is a narrow country road, winding. 
He felt that there were more suitable sites in town. 


Joseph Green (2 John Matthews road) asked the support of the Planning Board and the Selectmen 
and presented a petition opposing the Middle Road site. He mentioned that on December 6, 1995 
at 8:30 p.m. the ZBA will be holding a hearing at Fire Headquarters, 21 Main Street. Selectmen 
said they will be attending. 


Many others spoke from the John Matthews Road/General Henry Knox neighborhood against 
this site. 


Selectman David Parry read a draft of a letter from the Board of Selectmen to the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. Letter to the ZBA asked that the letter be read into the public record of that hearing. 
The letter addressed traffic safety problems, reasons for prohibition of turns out of Middle Road 
onto Rt. 9, traffic signal at Middle Road, and alternative sites for the post office. The letter 
requested the Zoning Board of Appeals to reject the Middle road site and suggest pursuit of 
available alternatives along Rt.

Re: Post Office Site on Middle Road 
Dear Ted: 
We request you read this letter into the public record. 


Only in cases where the Board of Selectmen is already involved in its own capacity, or in major 
cases, does the Board choose to participate in issues before the Zoning Board of Appeals. In the 
case of the new Post Office, the Board of Selectmen has been deeply involved and has spent 
several meetings with Post Office officials regarding their long range plans. In fact, the Post 
Office has repeatedly sought our advice on alternative sites and our comments on their Middle 
Road site. This is an issue of great importance to both the town and the Post Office, and we have 
heard from many residents and businesses on this matter. (See the lengthy petition from 
residents from all over town). 


We anticipate that, in your public hearing, numerous questions will arise as to traffic safety and 
convenience, and in particular with various traffic proposals affecting Rt. 9. Again, the Board of 
Selectmen has been heavily involved in these traffic proposals, which arose independent of the 
Post Office. This letter summarizes the traffic proposals and the position of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


1. Traffic Safety Problems. The proposed site on Middle Road will cause serious traffic safety 
problems. See the attached letter from the Chief of Police. 


These traffic problems are caused in part by changes at the Middle Road/Rt. 9 intersection, 
controlled by the State, as explained in item 2 below. Suggestions that these problems might be 
resolved by a new traffic signal on Rt. 9 are addressed in item 3 below. 


2. Reasons for prohibition of turns out of Middle Road onto Rt. 9. The State is now expanding 


Rt. 9 with additional lanes (from 4 to 6) at the Middle Road intersection. After the widening has 
been completed, the State will prohibit cross-overs of Rt. 9 from Middle Road, and left turns 
from Middle Road onto Rt. 9. We have asked the State to explain, for the public record, the 
reasons for this change, which are based on public safety. Their letter is attached. 


The Board of Selectmen has reviewed this matter with the State and agrees with the changes, for 
the same reasons as stated in the attached letter from the State. The town cannot afford to be held 
liable for serious accidents at this widened intersection. 
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The changes will not affect a significant number of cars. (All right turns will be allowed. Also, 
most existing left turns at this intersection -- left turns from Rt. 9 to Middle Road north and south 
-- will continue to be allowed. This is because these turns allow cars to wait in a protected left- 
turn-only lane, which provides greater safety). 


In conclusion to this matter, the change to Rt. 9 (which we support for safety reasons) will cause 
traffic to the Post Office to use Middle Road, and there is no way of mitigating this problem 
except by finding an alternate site for the Post Office. 


3. Problems with traffic signal at Middle Road. It has been suggested that a traffic signal be 
installed at Middle Road (similar to White Bagley Road), and that this signal might relieve the 


traffic problem from the proposed Post Office. Further, it has been suggested that the Post Office 
might provide an opportune time to get this traffic signal installed. However, the proposed signal 
might cause more problems that it solves, and several matters would need to be examined before 
any such proposal could be entertained: 


A. Minimum demand for signal. The demand (or “warrant”) -- that is the number of 
vehicles which would use the proposed signalized intersection -- is far below the 
minimum required to meet State standards. It is conceivable (but unlikely) that, if the 
Post Office was built on Middle Road near Rt. 9, this warrant might be met. It would be 
the responsibility of the Post Office to present traffic information to the State on this 
matter. No such information has been presented, to our knowledge. 


B. State policy for Rt. 9 signals. Even assuming the minimum warrant was met, it is not 
necessarily the case that the State would then automatically approve such a signal. First, 
the new signal would be near the Rt. 85 bridge and the White Bagley signal. Second, the 
State has consistently opposed adding signals along Rt. 9, except at very major streets 
(such streets into Shoppers World and the Framingham Industrial Park). Again, it would 
be the responsibility of the Post Office to determine the State position regarding their 
facility on Middle Road. 


C. Consequences of signal - Public Hearing. Assuming the warrant for a signal was met, 
and also assuming the State agreed to install a signal, then the consequences of a signal 
would need to be examined. For example, while a signal would likely reduce traffic on 
Mt. Vickery Road and on Rt. 85, it would substantially increase traffic along Middle 
Road itself, thereby causing a more dangerous situation on this street -- far more 
dangerous than the volume of traffic produced by the Post Office. Public hearings would 
be required. 


D. Funding of signal. Assuming al] the above hurdles were crossed, then the funding 
must be found, which is usually a lengthy process requiring competition with other State 
highway projects. 
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In conclusion to this matter, installing a signal at Middle Road might cause more problems than 
it solved, and it would be a long and difficult process, with a very uncertain outcome. This was 
explained to the Post Office over a year ago. 


4. Alternative sites for Post Office. Over the past 2 years, the Post Office has repeatedly 
requested the Board of Selectmen to suggest sites for consideration, and to provide official 
comments on sites which the Post Office found on its own accord. 


Accordingly, the previous Board of Selectmen (in 1994) requested a site in Southborough Center, 
near the existing Post Office. However, the Post Office confirmed that no site with adequate size 
and access could be found. 


In October 1995, the Board of Selectmen was informed by Post Office officials that they had 
found other possible sites on Rt. 85. The Post Office officially requested the opinion of the 
Board of Selectmen on this alternative, as compared to the Middle Road site. The Board voted 
on this matter on October 24 and informed the Post Office the next day that they strongly 
preferred a site on Rt. 85. The reasons are greatly improved traffic safety and convenience to all 
town residents and businesses, provided by the Rt. 85 site. 


We, therefore, respectfully request that the Zoning Board of Appeals reject the Middle Road site. 
The Board of Selectmen recommends this site be rejected for reasons of public safety. The site is 
also extremely inconveniently located to serve the residents of Southborough.

Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectman William J. Christensen, Selectman David 
W. Parry, and Town Administrator Janice C. Conlin. 


7:32 p.m. Ipenema Restaurant, 106 Southville Rd., Alcohol License Renewal - The Board of 
Selectmen held the renewal of this license at their December 12, 1995 meeting and sent a letter 
requesting the presence of Frank X. Kavanagh to discuss the safety issues raised by Fire Chief 
Peter Phaneuf and the noise complaints by Police Chief William Colleary. Mr. Kavanagh stated 
that he had too little time to address the issues. The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to 
take no action on the renewal of the license for the Ipanema Restaurant, 106 Southville Road, 
until correspondence is received from Fire Chief Phaneuf indicating that all the safety violations 
have been corrected. 


7:45 p.m. Renewal of the Class If Automobile Dealer License for Hugh Dalzell dba Country 
Motors, 90 Turnpike Road - The renewal of this Class II license was put on hold on December 


_ 12, 1995 due to the fact that Mr. Dalzell had not submitted a copy of the special permit from the 
Planning Board. Attorney Charles Wood representing Mr. Dalzell stated that he has had this 
license since 1983. His business of buying and selling wholesale vehicles has not changed since 
then. In fact, he stated the Selectmen increased the number of cars permitted on the site last 
spring. Chairmen McAuliffe read into the record the following history:

2. Temporary Construction/Office Trailer Permit granted by Edgar Phaneuf on 
pan 9/5/85-10/10/86 for the storage of building materials. 


3. Class II License issued 9/23/81 to Hugh M. Dalzell dba Country Motors, 90 
Turnpike Road/2 Woodland Road with Conditions: 
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1. Comply with the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Southborough. 
2. Comply with the Site Plan Regulations 
3. Must obtain all necessary permits including, but not 

limited to, building permits. 


4. Business Certificate filed with Town Clerk 9/23/81 under name of Hugh M. 
Dalzell dba Country Motors, 90 Turnpike Road. 


5. Class II License issued 12/1/81 with same conditions. 


6. May 25, 1983 ZBA denied Special Permit for operation of an automotive 
service repair and storage garage and sales room. 


7. May 31, 1983 Selectmen voted to accept request to withdraw application for 
site plan hearing scheduled for June 7, 1983 for the operation of an automobile service, 
repair and storage garage and salesroom. 


8. Filed on June 20, 1983 with Town Clerk was Complaint For Judicial Review 
(Hugh M. Dalzell, Tr. of HMD Realty Trust, Plaintiff vs. Zoning Board of Appeals, 
Defendants. 


9. June 21, 1983 Board voted to grant Hugh M. Dalzell a 90 day extension to 
September 30, 1983 to allow him to obtain a Special Permit and Site Plan approval to 
conduct his automobile business. (Letter 6/22/83 to Attorney C. B. Swartwood) 


10. September 27, 1983 Board voted a 30 day extension to comply with the 
condition placed on Class II license (not the 90-day extension requested). 


11. November 8, 1983 Board voted to grant to Mr. Dalzell 10/27/83 request for a 
further extension to expire upon the first to occur of 30 days after receipt of the Superior 
Court’s decision or December 31, 1983. (Extension is re obtaining a Special Permit and 
Site Plan approval for Class II license) 


12. 1984 Class II license issued to Mr. Dalzel]l had the following conditions 

attached: 

1. Compliance with the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Southborough. 

2. Compliance with the Site Plan Rules and Regulations contained within 
the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Southborough. 

3. Obtainment of all necessary permits, included, but not limited to, 
building permits. 

Furthermore, in the event that the aforementioned conditions are not 
complied with by the first to occur of 30 days after receipt of the Superior Court’s 
decision, this Class II License #6-1984 shall be automatically revoked. 
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13. May 23, 1985 Superior Court affirmed the decision of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 


14. June 4, 1985 letter from Attorney Swartwood requested that the Selectmen 
take no action as he has filed a Motion on Mr. Dalzell’s behalf in the Superior Court 
seeking a new trial with respect to Judge Young’s Judgment dated May 23, 1985. 
Attorney Swartwood stated that he believes a Motion for a new trial automatically stays 
the Judgment until that motion is resolved. * 


15. Oct. 17, 1986 Cease & Desist Order was sent to Mr. Dalzell. 


16. Oct. 23, 1986 letter from Attorney Swartwood stated that Country Motors is 
not in violation of the Southborough Zoning By-Law and may ignore cease and desist 
letter of October 17, 1986. 


17. June 1, 1987 Building Inspector Garfield issued a “Cease & Desist” all work 
at 90 Turnpike Road. 


18. Class II License issued for 1987 (CLII-7-1987) added a 4th restriction: 


4. On the condition that all vehicles on the site, except for the eight 
motor vehicles, two pickup trucks, one Dodge power wagon and one 
bucket loader be removed forthwith. 


Board’s vote instructed Town Counsel to indicate to the Court that the 
isssuance of the permit be in no way construed as an assent or affirmation 
to the position of the Plaintiff in this suit. 


19. December 7, 1994 letter from Building Inspector Garfield took pictures at the 
site of 90 Turnpike Road and found : 


1 Dodge Power Wagon 1 flatbed with misc. steel on bed (bar joists) 
2 pickup trucks 22 automobiles 

2 box trailers 

1 trailer 


On Dec. 6, 2 pickup trucks were removed. The rest remains the same as stated. 


20. December 28, 1994 letter from Building Ins. Garfield stated that now on site 
there were 3 box trailers, 1 flat bed trailer, 1 bulldozer, 15 automobiles and 1 dump truck. 


21. Selectmen sent certified letter to Mr. Dalzell stating that the Board did not 
renew Mr. Dalzell’s Class II license for 1995 due to the fact that he had more vehicles on 
the site than is permitted by the License. The only vehicles allowed on the site are 8 
motor vehicles, 2 pickup trucks, 1 Dodge power wagon and 1 bucket loader. 
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22. Jan. 17, 1995 Mr. Garfield visited the site and found the following: 


12 cars 

3 box trailers 

1 flat bed with structural steel 
1 bulldozer 


23. Jan. 23, 1995 letter was send to Hugh M. Dalzell dba Country Motors from 
Janice C. Conlin re Board’s vote of 1/17/95 to grant a Class II License for 1995 with the 
same conditions as in the past. “However, within 90 days your site must be in 
compliance with the conditions of the license. If it is not in compliance your license 
could be revoked. Also, during the rest of this calendar year, the Board expects you to 
apply to the Planning Board to go through the proper Special Permit procedure in order to 
be in compliance with the Zoning Code of the Town of Southborough to renew your 
license for the calendar year 1996.” (License CL22-4-95 with conditions was issued 
1/17/95. License to expire 1/1/96) 


24. May 2, 1995 letter from Building Inspector Garfield to the Selectmen stating 
that he inspected this property and four 14 automobiles on the site that are for sale. Mr. 
Dalzell told Mr. Garfield that 4 of the autos have been sold and will be leaving the site 
within the next day or two. Theo only other vehicle on site was a bulldozer which has 
been there since 1986. 


25. May 2, 1995 opinion received from Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi 
stating that it is his opinion that Hugh M. Dalzell dba Country Motors must obtain a 
Special Permit from the Planning Board as outlined in the Southborough Code Section 
174-8-4, C (12). 


26. May 8, 1995 letter from Janice C. Conlin to Hugh M. Dalzell re Board’s vote 
on May 2, 1995 to amend his 1995 Class II License to allow 16 vehicles for sale on his 
property located at 90 Turnpike Road. “The Selectmen will only renew your license for 
1996 if you have obtained a special permit from the Planning Board as required by the 
Southborough Code Section 174-8.4, C (12).” 


27. August 14, 1995 Memorandum from Building Inspector Garfield to Janice 
Conlin stating he inspected the site at 90 Turnpike road and found the following on the 
property: 

1 travel trailer 

23 automobiles (3 of these are within the road taking (behind guard rail on Rt. 9) 

1 flat bed trailer 

1 bulldozer 


28. November 6, 1995 letter to Mr. Dalzell from Janice Conlin informing him 
that the Board will be acting on all license renewals on December 12, 1995. Board 
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requested him to send to the Selectmen a copy of Special Permit as requested in letter fo 
Mr. Dalzell dated 5/8/95. 


29. December 19, 1995 Board issued Class II-6-96 License to Hugh M. Dalzell, 
dba Country Motors, with the following conditions: 
1. Compliance with the Code of the Town of Southborough. 


2. Complaince with the Site Plan Rules and Regulations contained with 
the Code of the town of Southborough. 


3. Obtainment of all necessary permits by April 30, 1996, including, but 
not limited to, Building Permits. 


4. On the condition that no more than sixteen (16) vehicles are stored on 
site for sale. 


*Note: Town Counsel stated that the Action was dismissed. There is no pending 
action in the Worcester Superior Court. 


Attorney Wood asked why the license was renewed from 1986 by the Selectmen. Chairman 
McAulliffe stated that he believed the Town was awaiting a decision from the courts. Chairman 
McAuliffe also said that Mr. Dalzell had agreed to apply for a special permit from the Planning 
Board last January and he has not done so. Attorney. Wood stated that Mr. Dalzell did not 
understand the extent of this commitment. The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to renew 
Mr. Dalzell’s Class II license as of January 1, 1996 for 120 days so that he can proceed to obtain 
the necessary special permit and site plan approval from the Planning Board and also with the 
following restrictions: [see item 29 above]. 


8:15 p.m. DPW Budget- The DPW budget review was postponed to a later date due to the 
weather conditions. 


8:20 p.m. Class II Automobile Dealer License for Ellis Imports, Inc. 41 Turnpike Road - 
(Selectmen David Parry reclused himself from voting on this issue due to a conflict of interest.) 
Chairman McAullife and Selectmen Christensen voted to grant a Class II License to Ellis 
Imports, Inc. 41 Turnpike Road subject to compliance with all local zoning codes. 


8:30 p.m. Meeting with Advisory, Capital Budget, Planning and School Building Planning 
Committees regarding calling a Special Town Meeting and Special Town Election - The 
Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to call a Special Town Meeting for Saturday, January 27, 
1996 at 10:00 a.m. and a special election for Saturday February 17, 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. The 
Selectmen voted unanimously that the Warrant for the special town meeting will close on Friday, 
December 22, 1995. The Boards present then reviewed the draft of the warrant and the draft of a 
schedule for meetings prior to the special town meeting. The Board of Selectmen will sign the 
watrant on Friday December 22, 1995 at 6 p.m.
